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DETAILED ACTION 

1 . Claims 2-1 1 and 1 5-22 are allowed. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

3. Claims 12-14 and 23 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 
being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter 
which applicant regards as the invention. Claim 12 is indefinite because line 6 recites 
"compressor mount" without any correlation/distinction to "a compressor mount" 
previously recited in amended line 3. Claim 14 is indefinite because in line 10, there is 
no direct antecedent basis for the recitation of "the chassis". Claim 23 is indefinite 
because as there is no ending punctuation, it is not known whether the claim is 
complete as written or whether there is additional subject matter left out. Claim 13 is 
indefinite because it depends from indefinite claim 12. 

4. Claims 12-14 and 23 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

5. As all of the claims have either been allowed or indicated to be allowable upon 
appropriate amendment, any remarks made by applicants in their amendment of 
October 26, 2005 are moot and need not be answered by the examiner. The additional 
cited references by applicants are considered to be art of interest only, over which the 
claims define allowable subject matter. 

6. Applicants response to this Office action should also include the following 
editorial changes: the October 26, 2005 amendment has two paragraphs with the 
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number [0074], and it is assumed that the first such number [0074] should instead be 
number [0073], however, such corrected paragraph [0073] must be submitted and 
should also include in line 4, "panel 1602" should be "panel 1603", to agree with the 
amendment to line 1 thereof; and in second paragraph [0074], line 7, "seat portion 
1612" should be "seat portion 1613" to agree with the amendment to line 3 thereof.
